Unable to reduce her weight by 
the usual methods, Kay decided 
to try abdominal surgery. The 
surgery did help her weight prob- 
lem. But it also led to a financial 
problem: was the cost of the oper- 
ation covered by her group health 
insurance? 


The insurance company refused 
to pay off, arguing that the policy 
covered only “diseases”—and that 
obesity was not a disease. How- 
ever, in a court hearing, Kay de- 
scribed half a dozen ways in which 
the excess weight had disrupted 
her bodily functions. 

Impressed, the court granted her 
claim. The judge said that chronic 
obesity can be considered a disease 
because it “impairs health and 
shortens life.” 

If you have health insurance, 
the policy may use the word “dis- 
ease” in defining your rights. As a 
tule the law takes a broad view 
of what that means, giving the 
policyholder the benefit of the 
doubt. 

Still, not every abnormal con- 
dition will be included. In another 
Case a woman sought insurance 
for the removal of four impacted 
wisdom teeth. But in a court hear- 
ing, it appeared that the teeth had 
been causing her no pain or dis- 
comfort whatsoever. 

Rejecting her claim, the court 
ruled that she had not been suf- 
fering from a “disease.” The court 
said there had been “no distur- 
bance in any of the functions of 
the body.” 

Of course, the Policy itself may 
avoid doubt by spelling out the 
specific conditions to which it ap- 
plies. 

A man suffering from a severe 
abscess tried to collect health in- 
surance on the ground that his pol- 
icy listed “boils” as one of the 
covered ailments. 

But the court said that boils, 
which are an external skin condi- 
tion, are different from abscesses 
—which are internal. Turning 
down the man’s claim. the court 
said: “The language of the policy 
is explicit.”

Back in 1966 the Office of 
Education in the Department 
of HEW released a Study by 
Dr. James S. Coleman of Ch- 
icago calling for the use of 
forced mass busing of school 
children in order to bring a- 
bout racial balance in the pu- 
blic schools. The Coleman Re- 
port said, in effect, that for- 
ced busing is the way to gain 
quality education for all chil- 
dren. 

Just a few weeks ago the 
same Dr. Coleman announced 
the results of a five year st- 
udy which showed that forced 
busing is creating a disaster 
in the Nation’s public school 
systems. 

The ultra-liberals pushed 
their views upon the Nation 
and s¢hool boards have been 
forced to spend millions of 
dollars buying expensive fle- 
ets of school buses with which 
to haul children away from 
their own neighborhood to at- 
tend school.

Apparently, New 
York City will levy additional 
taxes to get the city out of 
its fiscal fiasco, and hope for 
help from the federal govern- 
ment. ; 

The wildcat garbage strike 
came as 3,000 sanitation wor- 
kers, 5,000 policemen and 
2,000 firemen were laid off 
as well as 10,000 other mu- 
nicipal workers, in an attempt 
to cut New York City’s oper- 
ating deficit. 

“Oh well, that’s New York,” 
you say. While it is true 
New York is an insane jun- 
gle, filled with welfare chis- 
lers and free loading bureau- 
crats, the tragedy is, this 
same problem could strike ot- 
her cities and states and even 
the federal government. 

Basically, the city is br- 
oke and in hock up to its ro- 
oftops and must make budget 
cuts to survive. It is rather 
obvious why New York is in 
this position. For the past 
20 years, and especially the 
last decade, New York has yi- 
elded to ridiculous union de- 
mands, increased the welfare 
largess beyond compare, gi- 
ven “free” college and other 
“benefits” -- all beyond the 
wildest dreams and budgets 
of other cities in America. 
These prolifigate programs 
were funded with borrowed mo- 
ney. Now, New York’s cre- 
ditor’s have said, “Enough is

their friends and playmates 
near their homes. 

Parents all over the coun- 
try are now awakening to the 
great damage which has been 
done to public education be- 
cause of forced busing, and 
many groups are urging that 
more attention be paid to the 
quality of education rather than 
to the use of forced busing in 
creating a theoreticai racial 
balance which can never re- 
ally be brought about. 

These are good signs po- 
inting to a change in attitudes, 
and I am hopeful that my long 
public stand and strong ef-

had some small part in awa- 
kening the American people to 
the devastation that this th- 
eory is having on our sch- 
ools. 

I feel that there is grow- 
ing support throughout the Na- 
tion for the contention that 
the millions of dollars being 
spent on forced busing should 
be used in helping furhish all 
students better educational op- 
portunities in neighborhood sc- 
hools or under a freedom of 
choice plan. You may rest 
assured that I will continue 
fight to help accomplish this 
goal.

enough.” 

Interestingly though, New 
York City’s Spending exceeds 
revenues by only about five 
percent while the federal go- 
vernment will spend at least 
20 percent more than it takes 
in. The federal debt is so 
great ($620 billion next year) 
that it takes $32.8 billion just 
to pay the interest for one 
year -- about 10 percent of 
the tax revenues collected. 

The federal government pr- 
obably won’t go broke, at le- 
ast not in the traditional se- 
nse. It will just print paper 
money or borrow. The un- 
fortunate reault of increasing 
the money supply in this fa- 
shion is rampant inflation. Go- 
vernment borrowing on 
Massive scale dries up the 
source of capital for business 
and industry and drives up 
interest rates. 

While New York City is 
experiencing traumatic times, 
Pennsylvania is also having 
difficulties with striking go- 
vernment and municipal wor- 
kers. 

Hopefully, by observing the 
problems of this large state 
and city, the liberals in and 
out of government will rea}- 
ize what we conservatives have 
been saying all along: Deficit 
Spending cannot continue inde- 
finitely. When the bill comes 
due there may be disastrous 
results. And the total union- 
ization of government and mu- 
nicipal employees can result 
in a strike or strikes which 
can shut down a city, a st- 
ate or the whole federal go- 
vernment.

Dr. L. Bancroft Cooper of 
the Elba area has completed 
continuing education require- 
ments to retain active mem- 
bership in the American Ac- 
ademy of Family Physicians, 
the national association of fa- 
mily doctors.

And while it may not rid the 
country of all types of litter, 
it does promise to cut down on 
the army of plastic polluters. 

Agricultural research scien- 
tists have found: that adding 
corn starch to standard formu- 
las for polyvinyl chloride’ and 
polyvinyl alcohol makes new 
plastics that are degradable. 

Most plastics now on the 
market don’t decompose easily, 
but accumulate 
dumps and litter other areas. 
Some release toxic compounds 
when burned. 

The new plastics have been 
produced in USDA laboratories, 
but have not yet been made 
commercially. Scientists think 
it's possible to form them into 
trays, eating utensils, packag- 
ing materials, and other dispos- 
able items. Another Possibility 
is their use in thin films for

mulching vegetable crops. 


Besides reducing litter pollu- 
tion, scientists say the corn 
Starch additive can stretch the 
supplies of petroleum-based 
raw materials now being used 
for standard plastics.

Some 
Suntan preparations have sun- 
screens that block some of 
the ultraviolet rays. You can 
Stay in the sun longer when 
using sun-screen lotions with 
less rish of burning. But this 
doesn’t mean unlimited exp- 
osure. Remember, a person 
can even burn through a tan, 
on a cloudy day and in the 
water. 

And most suntan lotions co- 
ntain a lubricant which keeps 
the skin from drying out too 
quickly. Be sure you buy a 
lotion that serves as a sun- 
screen and contains a lubri- 
cant. 

For best results, apply sun- 
tan lotions at least every two: 
hours during exposure to the 
sun. And reapply after being 
in the water or whenever the 
protective film has worn off.
